KIN TROUBLES that make 

women unhappy are not lim- 
ited to enlarged pores, black- 
heads and pimples. There is an- 
other type of blemish that wo- 
men write about daily—wrinkles. 
One thing is certain, you do not 
need to have lines any deeper 
than those kindly ones that show 
how bravely you have met life. 

Frankly, a face that is devoid 
of all tiny lines is as character- 
less aS @ waxen model.

To remove the latter type of 
lines, you must learn to smile— 
to lift up the muscles of the 
mouth, cheeks and smooth the 
forehead.
